Woman Passenger Relates She 
Heard Faria Declare Wish He Had, 
Followed His Own Judament and 
Paid No Attention to “Those Fel- 
lows in San Francisco.” 
(RY A, P.. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 9.—"I wish 
to God I had followed my own judg- 
ment and paid no attention to those 
fellows in San Francisco, 

This statement was made by Oapt. 
J. O. Faria when the Santa Rosa be- 
gan breaking up, at 6:30 o’clo¢k in 
the afternoon, agcording to Mrs. 
Eitha Campbell of Ban Francisco, one 
of the survivors of the Point Arguello 
disaster, who reached ‘San Francisco 
today. 

dlatinctly heard him say those 
exact words,” said Mrs. Campbell, 
“and am ready to give this testi- 
mony before any board of Inquiry.” 

Replying to questions framed with 
a view to determining whether Capt. 
Faria received orders from officials of 
the steamship company not to land 
the passengers, ireless Operator 
Barnard Frankel gave a more extend- 
ed account of his experience on the 
wrecked ship today. 

Frankel -again refused to say 
whether or not he had transmitted 
orders to the captain telling him not 
to land the passengers, but said that 
when the passengers finally were tak- 
en ashore after the ship had broken 
in two, the captain acted in defiance 
of the company's orders, 

“At about 5:30 o'clock,” he said, 
“Just -before the ship swung around 
and cracked in two, T received the fol- 
lowing order from San ‘Francisco for 
the captain: 

“"Get out two more kedge anchors 
and try ‘to hold her until the Preai- 
dent arrives.’ 

*Kedge anchors he da-nned!’ shout- 
ed the captain. ‘It is a case of life 
and death now, and I am going to 
land these people before it is too late.’ 

“He had scarcely finished speaking 
when the vessel swung around and 
broke in the middle.. [t was then that 
the work of taking oft the passengers 
began.”

Postcards for a Penny.in England 
Bat no Telephoning After Bight 
O'Clock in the Evening. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

LONDON, July 9.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Some weeks ago the Eng- 
lish Postmaster-General announced 
that he was going to signalize Wing 
George's coronation by instituting 
sweeping postal reforms. When he 
got to details, it was discovered that 
these reforms amounted to selling 
postcards for a cent, the price of a 
stamp, instead of charging extra for 
the card. 

The British public is putting up 
with the worst postal, telegraph and 
telephone system in the world, for 
their activities are controlled by the 
postoffice. Except in a few large 
towns and at two or three offices in 
London, one can’t send a telegram or 
use the public telephone after § p.m. 
or before 8 a.m.

HIAPAS STATE 
HAS A REBELLION. 


TORRES TAKES POSSESSION OF 
THE CAPITAL CITY, 


At Head of Two Thousand Men 
He Opposes Authority of the Ma- 
derist Government — Much Sig- 
nificance Is Attached to Ortbreak 
in Mexican Political Circles. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO*THE TIMES, } 

MONTEREY (Mex.) July 9.—[ Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] .: significance 
is attached tn political circles here 
to the reports just received of a revo- 
lutionary movement that has been set 
on foot in the State of Chiapas. 

Dispatches from San Cristobal, cap- 
ital of that State, say that a rebel 
force of more than 2000 men has been 
organized to oppose the authority of 
the Maderigt government. This army 
is well armed and mounted and was 
recruited along the Guatemala border. 
It is commanded by Jose Epinosa Tor- 
res. At the head of his rebel force, 
Torres took possession of the town of 
San Cristobal and marching to the 
residence’ of Gov. Reinaldo Gordilloe 
Leon, demanded the ‘atter’s immedi- 
ate resignation which was complied 
with. 

The fact that southeastern México, 
embracing the States of Chiapas, Ta- 
basco, Campeche, Vera Cruz and 
Oaxaca, were loyal to ‘he Diaz admin- 
istration during the recent rebellion, 
londs importance to uprisings against 
the prqasent government in that quar- 
ter.

Before the uncovering of this conspir- 
acy more than a dozen ‘skilled free 
carpenters were fired from jobs in 
various parts of the city. The charge

These men had been emploved by 
local contractors for many montha, 
and there had never been any questiom 
as to their abflity. An investigation 
which followed showed that the union 
foremen, acting under instruction: 
from the tabor bosses, were firing 
good workmen right and left on 
trumped-up charges in order to get 
work for all union carpenters and 
force closed shop conditions fh the 
building industry.
